Enormous Usury—What It Cost a Hard

When the case of D. H. Evans and Henry Wil- 
son, charged with grand larceny, was : called in 
the Court of Criminal Correetion this morning, a 
number of lawyers congregated within the bar to 
see the result. Two cooler and more deliberate 
defendants, it is safe to say, never faced the 
court. Mr, Evans is a money-lender on North 
Seventh street. Wilson is in his employ. 
When they took the defendants’ chairs 


a certain swagger was noticeable about their ac- 
tions, and they retained this exterior through the 
trial, though a hundred eyes gazed at them with 
contempt depicted in as many faces. The first 
witness Called by Messrs. Cornelius MacBride 
es P.N. Jones, special. counsel for the State, 
_ NED PERRY, A SWITCHMAN 

on the Missouri Pacific Railroad. His testimony 
simply laid a foundation for that of his wife 
who next took the stand. She was a young 
woman dressed in a cheap calico dress 
ana carrying ababy in herarms. She testified 
that she lived at Twentieth and Gratiot streets, 
and that shortly after she was married her bus- 
band was taken sick, and being pressed for money 
she called on D. H. Eyans ana mortgaged her fur- 
niture tohim.

4A DEATH WARRANT. 


Remarkably Thrilling Scene in a Murder 
er’s Cell—The Prisoner's Pathetic Appeal. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
PHILADELPHIA, August 9.—There was a very 
remarkable scene in a condemned murderer’s cell 
in Moyamenusing prison this afternoon, More 
than a year ago Jolin McGinnis was convicted 
and sentencea to suffer death for the deliberate 
murder of Mrs. Reed, his wife’s mother. Every 
legal effort to save his life has been made by his 
counsel and failed. His death warrant, signed by 
the Governor, reached the sheriff this morning. 
This afternoon, accompanied by two deputies, the 
sheriff went to the prison 
TO READ THE DEATH WARRANT 
to the doomed man as provided by law. MeGinnis 


had been told to prepare himself for bad news, 
The superintendent and one of the prison physi- 
cians accompanied the sheriff and deputies to the 
murderer’s cell. As the turnkey unbolted tne 
lock and threw open the door McGinnis rose from 
the bench on which he was half reclining ahd half 
sitting. He was very pale and nervous. When he 
saw who his visitors were his emotion over- 
came him and he fell upon his knees.

This lasted 
a few minutes and then he was somewhat calmer 
but still very pale, and a nervous twitching was 
noticeable at the corners of his mouth.

He turther 
admitted that several gentlemen representing 
the Belt Road were present with maps and data 
showing the character of the project, but the 
president declined to give any hames or talk Ww 
any great extent about ihe conference. 

A gentleman who has a Iorge interest in the 
Forest Park and Central road sald last evening 
that bis line hada right of way tirough Forest 
Park which permitved any road to run its ears 
over its tracks,and if Mr. Vanderbilt wished to get 
to the city he could come in over the F. P. & C. 
Furthermore, the Forest Park line Would be Use- 
tul to the Beltline. “Hut bear in mind,” said the 
stockholder, “we don’t want to sellout. Weare 
not selfish and would like to have all these people 
use our tracks.” 

The talk of Vanderbilt buying the Belt Road 
charter with a view to building to Kansas City 
has started fresh rumors about how the line will 
be run. A Well-Known stocK speculator gives it 
as his opinion thatthe air line will be chosen. 
The reporter reminded him that the proposed 
route of this line crosses the Missouri Kiver 
twice. 

‘Suppose it does, don’t it cut off forty miles be- 
tween here and Kansas City?” he asked, and then 
continued; “This saving in construction of road- 
bed would pay for oue of these bridges and then 
it would always be there and save a run éach trip 
of thirty-nine miles.” 

The Baitimore and Ohio officials, it is said, will 
be out West inside.of sixty days, and will confer 
with parties owning the various charters for 
buslding to the Missouri River.

SPANISH OUTBREAKS, 

Fresh outbreaks in Spain, more risings of 
peasantry at widely separated points, show- 
ing the work of the Black Hand Socievy, 
more regiments in open mutiny, more secret 
sessions uf the Cabinet suddenly called, and 
more indications every day that ALFONSO’S 
kingdom is on the brink of another revo- 
lution. . 

The Republic of 1869 planted the seeds of 
a new political growth in Spain, as did the 
first French Republic in France, and though 
a Bourbon monarchy be reinstated again and 
again, it is an anachronism and must go. 
Young ALFonso is too rapidly developing 
the hereditary profligacy of his race. and in 
modern times that will not be tolerated in 
connection with heavy taxation and misgov- 
ernment visibly hastening the national 
decay. 

On our own shores we see a specimen. 
Just think ofan American State having to 
bear such a load as is imposed on Cuba! The 
last budget provides for taxes to the amount 
of $34,000,000 on the limited industries of 
that island—$4,000,000 of export duties, $15,- 
000,000 of import duties, and these so levied 
as to compel Cuba to pay for Spanish pro- 
ductions twice the price at which they could 
be bought from the United States. In ad- 
dition to all this, Cuba has to carry a con- 
solidated debt of $75,000,000 and a floating 
debt of $135,000,000 incurred to maintain 
the Spanish flag in the Gulf#f Mexico. And 
yet Cuba is the most prosperous part of 
ALFONSO’s dominions. No wonder his sub- 
jects are in the mood for revolt. 


WHERE THE SHOE PINCHES. 

We observe that there isin the interior of 
the State a tendency to misunderstand the 
Downing Law trouble in this city, and to 
treat it as a sort of popular insurrection, 
organized and led by dramshop-keepers 
against high license. The factis that there 
is no popular opposition to high license, the 
sole distinctive feature of the Downing Law, 
and to its enforcement, as al! other dram- 
shop laws had been enforced. There would 
have been no visible opposition if its enact- 
ment had not been made a pretext for enforc- 
ing also the old Sunday restriction which 
had been a dead letterin all the preceding 
laws. And if this restriction had been 
directed only against the regular dramshops 
the keepers thereof would have been almost 
the only growlers. But when a law pro- 
fessediy enacted to regulate dramshops 
alone, was made the means of closing the 
beer-gardens, which have been the pleasant 
and orderly Sunday resorts of so many 
thousands of our industrious and law-abid- 
ing people all their lives, the surprise and 
indignation were by no means confined to 
the men, women and children who habitually 
frequent those places. 

It isa great mistake on the partof the 
Kansas City Star to assume that this feeling 
is confined to men “‘whose only respect for 
any law is thatarising from «a wholesome 
fear of the jail, the penitentiary and the 
gallows.” The Star appears to think that a 
failure to close the beer gardens of St. Louis 
will arouse “a worsedemon than intemper- 
ance—the spirit of hatred and opposition to 
alllaw.” It says: 

T his spirit has already a powerful lodgment in 
the breasts of thousands of people inour large 
cities, who see ho escape for themselves from the 
bonds of poverty and squalor, or yet Who are ex- 
cited to envy and bitterness by the splendor of 
wealth and wealth’s power, which everywhere 
stares them inthe face. To these classes the in- 
terdiction of the sale of liquor on Sunday appears 
like a direct blow at their privileges by the law- 
making class, between whom and themselves they 
feel an ever widening gulf, and this interference is 
resented accordingly, and by none more loualy or 
bitterly than by men who do not possess the 
requisite nickel to purchase a glass of beer. They 
want to feel that they could buy it if they had the 
money, and the mere fact of their inability to in- 
dulge their desires does not at all diminish their 
rage at being forbidden by the law to do so. 

If the Star man bad visited several of the 
principal beer gardens of St. Louis any Sun- 
day for a month past, he would have seen 
them crowded all day with families that 
came and went in their best clothes, as order- 
ly and as jinoffensively as people go to church 
or concert, from early morn till late at night. 
He would have seen no drunkenness, no rude 
or boisterous conduct. He would simply 
have seen many thousands of as good people 
as live on this earth enjoying with their 
wives and children a day of rest and relaxa- 
tion and social converse, under beautiful 
shade trees, emid fountains and flowers, lis- 
tening to the very best of music, which need 
not cost them the price of a glass of beer, if 
they do not choose to drink. 

These are the people in whose behalf a 
Puritan revival of the old dead Sunday law 
is denounced. Thousands of people who 
never drink beer are with them—people who 
resent all despotic restrictions on the liberty 
of the citizen and the innocent enjoyment of 
his family. They are people who belong to 
the law-making class themselves, and will be 
heard from in elections.

AN INCOME TAX, 

A very flimsy objection to an income tax 
is that one which rests on the constitutional 
provision that representatives and direct 
taxes shall be apportioned among the States 
according to population. The income tax 
stood for years and the collection thereof 
was enforced by the courtsin spite of that 
provision. The whisky tax, the tobacco tax, 
and all the other direct taxes are levied and 
collected by the Federal Government regard- 
less of that provision. Nobody contends 
that the whisky tax or tobacco tax collected 
in any State is unconstitutional because it is 
in proportion to the amount of taxable 
whisky or tobacco produced therein, and not 

h proportion to population. 
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| ninth section of the same article says: ‘‘No 


capitation or other direct tax shall be laid, 
unless in proportion to the census or 
numeration hereinbefore directed to be 
taken.” Butif the judicial interpretation of 
this clause does not prevent us from collect- 
ing a very large whisky or tobacco tax in one 
State, while another State of the same popu- 
lation is required to pay comparatively little 
of such tax, neither does it prevent us from 
collecting an income tax just wherever there 
are incomes to be taxed. 

Were there no need of an income tax for 
Federal purposes and to more fairly adjust 
the burdens of that government, or if it 
were specifically furbidden by the Constitu- 
tion to levy such a tax, the power of the 
States to tax incomes would remain unques- 
tioned and might be used with excellent 
effect. Herein Missouri we have railroad 
corporations which are taxed ona low valua- 
tion of their materials only, while they pay 
large dividends on a watered stock valuation 
of vast amount which escapes taxation. The 
predatory processes by whieh small invest- 
ments of capital have been converted into 
overpowering aggregations of wealth at the 
expense of the public must be checked some- 
how, and one of the ways of curbing thei 
is by taxing incomes. Corporations of a 
quasi public character, like gas and water 
and railway companies, which are endowed 
with monopoly privileges, must be restricted 
in their earnings toa fair remuneration for 
the capital invested and the service rendered, 
and when a part of theirincome appears in 
the contraband form of watered stock, it 
should be taxed doliar for dollar.

From a Washington Special. 

For some years after beer became a National 
beverage in the United States the popular belief 
was that its cheapness forbade the idea of adul- 
teration, but of late it has been very apparent 
that the popular belief is a popular delusion, and 
beer drinkers have awakened to the sad conscious- 
ness that underneath the sparkling foam of the 
beer-cup lies hidden the agencies of disease and 
death. It will be welcome intelligence, therefore, 
to thése interested to read that, under the revised 
form of brewers’ returns, adopted by the Internal 
Revenue Bureau, every brewer in the United 
States will hereafter be required to return, under 
oath, the character of every ingredient used in 
the manufacture or adulteration of beer, with 
severe penalties for false returns. If this does 
not stop adulteration, beer drinkers will at least 
have the satisfaction of knowing what kind of 
poison they are taking into Lheir systems.

there is itoit. The people look on and shudder; 
some go so tar as to make loud demands for tak- 
ing the suake away, and women often faint; but 
pshaw! there’s nothing in it.” 

“What—no danger?’ 

“Not the slightest. I’ve often had three big 
boas—that is what they cali boas—colled around 
meatonce. 1’ put two around my body and one 
around my arm, hold their heads up to iny cheek, 
anda do other iitile tricks that caused people's 
blood to run cold. One time when [I thought I felt 
one of the creatures tightening himself around 
me, I grew faint, aud might have fallen to the 
stage, but summoning my strength I[ pulled 
the fellow off and you bet I got him back in his 
box, too quick for anything. A very funny thing 
of this kind happened in a show I was traveling 
with. It was a side snow, aud the snake I had 
was so heavy that, one day, when I felt sick | was 
unable to handle him. The lecturer, who had 
seen meé do the act a hundred times, thought he’d 
show his snake-charmiig abilities as long as the 
operons was afforded, so he picked up the boa 
and coiled him around his neck. He was talking 
as he did so, but soon the words began to come 
siowly, he grew purple and then blue in the face 

nd wus finally seen tugging violently to take the 
Inake from his neck.

NOT GENUINE BOAS, 

“You said, 1 bi jieve, that these snakes were 
not genuiie boas?” 

“They were not. Nobody handles a genuine 
boa constrictor. They were some species iess 
dangerous and less powerful; yet they were mon- 
sters. I bad one I always kept in my room when 
traveling. I had a bux for it with white blankets 
to wrapitin and a jug for hot water around 
which it could coil to keep warm. It Was an aw- 
ful large Shake, and sometimes when it got mad 
{it would strike the side of tle box so vio- 
Jenily that you would expect it to knock 
the thing to pieces, It was about fifteen feet 
in leugth and had a body as round as a bucket. 1- 
fed it six pigeons every three monils. That was 
allit gotto eat. It would slow.y gather: its coils 
around the bird, then suddenly crush it and swal- 
low itdown at one gulp, beak, claws, feathers 
andall. I[gaveita warm bat& every four weeks 
to Keep it in health.” 

“Aren’t the tangs removed from snakes handled 
in that way?” 

“In only very few instances. My boas had 
fangs and the full set of six rows of teeth. Their 
mouths were kept free from cancer, which is com- 
mon fn reptiles and which is in almost all cases the 
cause of their death, by the hot water baths 1 
gave them. A great many of the snakes you see

141 YEARS OLD. 


The Longest-Lived Citizen St. Louis Bas 


Ever Hed. 


The last one of Washington's colored body 
servants who died in this city bad his toes point- 
ing to the cetling of a smail room near Ninth and 
Gratiot streets, one November night six years 
ago, He was declared to be positively the final 


claimant for a place in the large army of black 


men who had the honor and pleasure of adminis- 


tering to the wants of the Father of His Country 
when in the zenith of his glory. The declaration 
that the last had been put far enough under ground 
to justify the hope that he wouldn’t be heard from 
again, has since proved to have been without 
foundation. Tle gentlemen who edit the curiosity 


corners of newspapers now-a-days have in the 
past few weeks trotted out several Diackberry- 
hued freaks almost old enough to have beev 
vrandfathers when the war for American Inde- 
pendence was begun. They may now add an- 
other in the person of Thomas White, a bed-rid- 
den darkey residingin a small cottage back of 
Lindeil Park, who can yon out from his pillow 
upon five generations of bis cluldren, the oldest 
belug his son John White, aged 97, snowy haired, 
skeleton figured, and almost as feeble and belp- 
less as his father, who, it is asserted by his grand- 
daughter, Mrs. Charlotte Gaines, aged 65, was 
bornin February, 1742,and is cousequentiy 14i 
years old, 

“He wuz borned.” said Mrs. Gaines, “on de 
plantation of a man named Grews—I don’t know 
uuffin’ about de spellin’ ob his name, chile. When 
he waz ten yeah old he waz given to Mr. Daiton, 
who had a place along-side the Washingtous and 
dar he remained for over forty yeah. He done 
Knowed all de Washington family, an’ I offey 
heern him talk about Masser George, an’ laugh 
w’en anybody reeded about what a good little buy 
he wuz. ‘Why,’ Grandpa usen to say, ‘Masser 
George many and many atime stoled his father’s 
lobacky and kem ont under de trees to havea 
quiet smoke, an’ he used to tefl yarus about whip- 
Jiu’ Injuns an’ Killin’ bear dat war the wust 
ies dat ebber pierced my i  éars.’

its surface. There was yo apparent respiration, 
and to the reporter John White looked like a very 
dead darkey.

Advertising is as old as civilization. As Pom- 
peli emerges from its ashes it reveals many ap- 
peals of its tradesmen and public entertainers for 
patronage that would rival even our later efforts 
in the art of aitraciing public attention. In Rome 
large signboards announced to the passers-by the 
business followed inthe houses. The populace 
was reminded of the iocation of ascnovl by the 
sign ofa boy enduring a-penitential threshing; 
of the baker by a sheaf of wheat; of the dairy by 
the sign of agoat. The poulierer proclaimed 
himself by putting a coop of fowls outside his 
door, and more explicit announcements were 
made in tablets affixed to pillars. The gladiator- 
ial games, races, shows and theatrical entertain- 
ments were made public by large signs, which 
seem generaliy to have been drawn in some 
bright color ona black or red ground, If people 
always knew what they wanted and exactly 
where to supply their wants,advertising would be 
unnecessary, but people are either Woo lazy or too 
pre-occupied in this busy age to find out many of 
their own wants, andthe advertisement is a per- 
petual reminder, omnipresent and indispensable 
under modern conditions. 

In notaing is greater ingenuity 
than in the art of advertising, whether in 
the columns of the great daily newspapers 
er the device of the peripatetic “sandwich 


man” who, with a sad worn expression‘of features 
aiid grotesque apparel, 1s reduced Lo the level of a 


bili Doard, 
THE SANDWICH MAN 

is not as some may suppose connected with the 
vender of weiner wurst, Le is Only a couple of bill 
boards betpween which he is braced, and which 
serve to advertise Smith's sbirte or Jones’ 
weather strips. Tuus encased he wanders through 
the crowded streets from euriy morn till the even- 
iug shades briug the wished for rest. No wonder 
that bus face Wears a Mourniul U not morose ex- 
pression, as he gazes at tie advertisement on 
some dead wall, and thinks that wallis as much 
as heis. Semetimes a small open ease containing 
bis employer's card is pinned to his back or chest 
With the request to “take one” painted across it. 
Nothing is lett to his discretion, not even the 
courtesy of offering the passer-by acircular, He 
is ouly requived W be a practical type of perpetual 
motion. 

Some time ago the manager of a theater hired 
LWo oi the wousi jugubrious of the “walking sand- 
wiches,” and sent tuem adrift with a board be- 
tween them, on which was inscribed the uate of 
his play, the “Two Orphans.” Lhe two orphans 
were to be seen'in the most dismal weather and 
luoked indeed parentiess. 

The value of an advertisement is inthe impres- 
sion it creates by its pertinence orthe freshness 
ot the device, and neither trouble nor expense is 
spared tu accomplish something Out of the ordi- 
vary line. A coimmonu device is the employment 
ol fautastically dressed men and boys, who dis- 
tribute cireuiars. But experts are of the opinion 
that hand bills area poor mode of advertising, 
ouly asmail percentage of them being read. In 
aduition to his bill boards the sandwich man ear- 
ries a glass case with sampie sbirts, with, per- 
haps, the inseription “Ouly a dollar each,” while 
he, himself, is av illustration of how. badly a shirt 
may be needed. The perambulating wagon is a 
grade higher, its advertisements are glaring) 
witractive, and it is sometimes furnished with 
a large bell, whose dolorous tones are 
anything but pleasant. 

THE STREET SHOW 
is a popular form of advertising and never falls to 
draw acrowd. Allare acquainted with the cir- 
cus parade, and the merits of the negro minstrel 
brass band. 

The business of lithograph printing has become 
enormous. The privilege of exhibiting them in 
the store windows 1s usually paid for with three 
or four gratuitous tickcts a month while the sea- 
sou lasts: A book was published some time ago 
with the short title “it,” and two negroes dressed 
in the highest swell style and bearing a great re- 
semblauce to each other, were employed to adver- 
tise the bDew pubiication. Their hats were the 
latest fashion and on them were inscribed re- 
quests to “Buy It,” “Read It.” The darkies 
were Known as the “Two Dromios.” 

The enterprise of the American advertiser was 
shown at Cuney Island a few seasons ago. All 
New York was there, aud of course the great at- 
traction was the beautilul sea view, but that 
could uot be enjoyed, for cruising up and down 
the beach were innumerable sloops, with staring 
advertisements painied on their sails, In the 
city advertisements lend an appearance of addi- 
tional activily to the busy streets, but great van- 
dalism is shown in painiing rocks ana desecrat- 
ing the face of nature. One firm in New York has

PERUVIAN POLITICS. 


A Talk With a Peruvian Railroader About 
Matters in Peru. 


Mr. U. H. MacCord of Araquipa, Peru, who is 


at the Lindeil, was met to-day by a Post-D1s- 
PATCH reporter. MacCora is manager of 
traffic for the Araquipa, Puuo and Cuzco Rail- 
road, The road runs a distance of 325 miles from 
the coast to Lake Sitaquica, over heights varying 
from the coast line to 15,000 feet above the level of 
the sea. The road was built by the Government, 
but the Government failing to pay the contract- 
price, the contractor, Mr. Meigs, hoids and oper- 
ates it. With recard tothe Peruvians Mr. Mace- 
Cord says that the native Indians are lazy and 
worthless, low and debased iu morals and educa- 
tion. They live onthe simple fruits of the coun- 
try and on the muiton raised on the mountains. 
Their clothing is maae at home from the wovl of 
the sheep. The country ts exceedingly rich in 
silver and copper mines, which could be worked 
at immense profit, even .at the high cost 
of transportation, but the insecurity of the 
government frightens capital away. At present 
commerce is ata stand-still, because the Chiliaps 
bave blockaded the entire coast, pending the set- 
tlement of the difficulties between the two-coun- 
tries. With respect to the political situation, he 
said he had noticed a mistake made by the papers 
here in stating that [glaesias bad been recognized

The 
“Daddy” cards Luat were so popular, soid by the 
hundreds of thousands, and on the streneth of 
that idea alone the inveutor established himself in 
business. Of the “Patience” cards 40,000,000 have 
been sold, ana of one set, a simple flower, with a 
few leaves and space for an advertisement—no 
less than 200,000,000 have been soid. Prices range 
from $2 50 to $50 a thousand: the expensive ones 
are really works of art. Over a million dollars is 
spent on Cliristmas cards alone. A card collector 
in New York bas a collection valued at $7,000, 
and to which he is constantly adding. 
The earliest newspaper advertisement publisned 
in the English language was the offer of a reward 
for the recovery of a*‘‘pie-Dald naz,” inseried in 
the Moderate (a London newspaper), March 27 
1649, about two months after the execution of 
Charles lL. -lu 1682 Mrs. Claudia Faber started 
quack medicine advertising, by Offering for sale 
in the London Gazette an exhilarating cordial, 
called “Aurem Potabile,” whieh thus became very 
popular among the ladies of the court of the 
*Merry Monarch.” 

The word puff, as applied to newspaper adver- 
tising, is Of Freneh origin. Ip France, during the 
early part of the Seventeenth century, the fashion- 
abie head-dress wus called a pouff. It consisted 
of the hair raised as high as possible over 
cushions, and then ornamentea with objects de- 
noting the taste or history of the wearer. Puffing 
commenced early, even tefore the word was 
thus used, During the reign of James 
il., a journal recorded that “about forty 
miles rom London is a schoolmaster 
who bad such success with boys, as there are al- 

ost forty ministers aid schovulmasters that were 

sscholars.”’ in spite of the baa grammar it 
reads tike Lhe announcements one sometimes sees 
that certain nembers of Congress and promivenut 
citizeiis will vouch tor some coliegiate school, 
they or their children having Deen educated there.

BENEDICT ARNOLD’S NIECE. 


Reared in Aristocratic Luxury and Now 
Living Upon Charity in Lock Haven. 
Lock Haven Correspondence of Philadelphia Times. 


In an huinble dwelling in that part of 
Lock Haven known. as. “The Devii’s Half 
Acre,” lives a niece of Benediet Arnold, 
Mrs. Ann Roan, a widow, aged between 
eighty and ninety years. The story of her 
life 8 romantic. Although living by charity 
she isof noble birth, Her paternal grand- 
father was a French nobieman, to whom was 
given the city of Florence for his coat-of- 
arms. Her father, Matas De Haas, is men- 
tioned in history several times for his daring 
exploits: Major,De Haas married a Miss 
Shippen, of Philadelpuia. His wife's sister 
was the wife of Benedict Arnold. While 
stationed in Philadelphia as commandant 
Arnoid feli in love with Miss Shippen, who 
was @ lady of aristocratic antecedents and 
Tory predilections. 

Mrs, De Haas died when her daughter. 
Mrs. Roan, was very young. After her 
death Major De Haas abandoned the gayety 
of city litle and came with his family to Clin- 
ton County, then ‘almost a perfect wilder- 
ness. Hetraveled to here in a magnificent 
coach, heavily drapea in mourning and drawn 
by richly eaparisoned horses. The appear- 
ance Of the Major’s coach always created a 
stir, because of the splendor of its equip- 
ments and the numberof his servants. He 
was Wealthy and purchased much land be- 
tween this city and Rock Creek, a small 
tuwn southwest of here. Among the last of 
his possessions were the farins now or re- 
cently owned by the heirs of Messrs. Hollen- 
back, Hering and Whitefield, all located in 
tie district mentioned. 

Mrs. Roan was the youngest daughter, and 
to her Was given the surname of her mother. 
She married Joshua Roan, a biacksmith, 
who had intemperate habits. After her 
marriage she either drifted away from or 
was disowned by her father, who died with- 
out leaying her any of his weaith. For many 
years she lived at Mill Hail, a smal! village, 
four mifes from Lock Haven. At that place, 
her husband fell upon a knife, while drunk, 
and killed himself. Mrs. Roan is the mother 
of three children, but they seem to have lit- 
tle regard for her welfare, and for a long 
time she has lived upon the charity of a 
kindly-disposed family. 

She is small of stature, with a face grooved 
by the varied experiences of a life begun in 
all the iuxunant comforts of wealth and 
aristecracy, and soon toend asa charitable 
charge. Her hair is thin and gray. Her 
sight seems to be unimpaired, She is able 
to knit and do other kinds of work without 
the. use of speciacles. When your corre- 
sponvent referred to her weaithy and aristo- 
cratic parentage, she exclaimed: ‘“‘Ah, yes, 
sir; no one can deny that my father owned 
thirteen plantations a: one time, and I could 
step irom one to the other without crossing 
any other land. I never saw wy mother, and 
ain not certain as to my age.” 

Mrs. Roau’s brother, Philip, was the fath- 
er ol the wife of the late James Chatham of 
this city, Alex DeHaas, Joseph DeHaas and 
Marv J. Joansun of Beech Creek, and Wiil- 
liam DeHaas of Corsica, Jeilerson county. 
She had two brothers besides Philip—Wil- 
liam and Edward—and two sisters—Eliza 
and Harriet. Mrs. Roan and Edward are 
the oniy inembers of the family living. The 
iatter, an cld man, lives wiih his son, John 
P. DeHass, on Marsh Creek, Centre county. 
Mrs. Roan’s mother’s sister, Mrs. Bingham, 
is referred to as fuliows in an articie pub- 
lished im oue of the Philadelphia news»papers 
suine years ago: “Here is Mrs. Bingham, 
once Miss Shippen, an acknowledged lea ier 
of society. who, having reigned at the court 
of Louis XVL, has returned to establish her 
brilliant salon in Philiadeiphia, and of whom 
that man of sound juagujeht, Jolu Adams 
(aiterward President), says ‘Taken aito- 
gether, she is the huest woman! ever saw.’ ”’
